which were thrown away as worthless 
until necessity demanded their comer* 
▼attorn 
The radical change which has been 
wrought by the war In the fishing In* 
dnstry Is reflected In the fisheries serf* 
Ice bulletin published by the boreas 
of fisheries cit the department of com­ 
merce. 
Instead of being confined 
solely to items concerning salmon! 
shad, cod and other fishes which ban 
had a ready sale, the bulletin devotes 
much space also to news concerning 
the catch of pole flounders, sharks, 
rays, skates, carp, gray fish (whlfch for­ 
merly rejoiced In the uninviting name 
of dogfish) and other types of water 
food. Regarding the pole flounder, or 
gray aole, the bulletin records that It 
was virtually unknown as food prior 
to the fall of 191fi. Aa a result of tho 
bureau’s food conservation campaign, 
which taught the value of the floun­ 
der and attractive ways to prepare it, 
demand for the fish Increased until 
Ja*t season there were thirty five boats 
tsking flounders to the New England 
markets, and probably 2.000.000 pounds 
have been marketed. Carp abound In 
the Interior lakes. 
An agent of the 
bureau was sent to St. Louis. Kansas 
City, Omaha. Minneapolis, St. Paul. 
Milwaukee, Chicago and Indianapolis 
to stimulate the use of Ash. A bul* 
letin containing recipes for cooking 
carp was prepared. State commissions 
of Minnesota. Wisconsin and Induna 
co-operated In the work. The result 
seas a greatly Increased demand for 
carp, which continued to grow In fa­ 
vor as the public became acquainted 
with its value. 
More than I.SOO,OOO 
pounds of carp were acid from Minne­ 
sota lakes, and In Milwaukee the 
weekly consumption bs* reached 2fl,* 
OOO pounds. 
On the Pacific coast there Is a grow­ 
ing demand for sharks, rays and 
whities. Sharks sell for IO to 12 cents 
a pound. It Is suld to be especially 
delicious when salted or smoked. Nu­ 
merous canneries have undertaken to 
preserve the
